• Purity 

• 2013 DEA survey of street level purity of heroin purchased in 
Philadelphia established mean purity at 70% and individual samples 
reaching 80-90% pure. 

• 2010 DEA Survey of heroin purity in Philadelphia established mean 
purity at 41%. 


• Price 

• In the 1990s - average price per dose (0.02 grams) was between $20 
and $25 

• Today, the average price per dose (0.02 grams) is between $ 5 and $10

HARRISBURG AREA OVERDOSES 

Since Thursday, 04/16/2015, approximately 20-23 overdose patients were taken to Harrisburg area hospitals exhibiting 
"excited delirium" which includes hyperactivity, hallucinations, anxiousness and hypersensitivity. Seventeen of the 
patients required admission. According to medical professionals, some patients presented with these symptoms while 
others became agitated in the hospital. Emergency services personnel administered Naloxone to at least two of the 
patients exacerbating their symptoms. While in the hospital, one of the patients was described as comatose and was 
administered three doses of Naloxone within 20 minutes. The Naloxone revived the patient who became "dangerously 
combative," requiring six people to hold him down while multiple doses of Valium, Ketamine and Haldol were 
administered,
